At approximately 11.00 aa Sunday , November 23 , 1963 I along with 
Be. oral other officers was assigned to the passage-way leading froa 
the jail office to the street ranp . At approximately 11.30 an we 
observed Lee Survey Oswald being led froa the jail office. 
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As the officers and Oswald approached where I was standing 1 observed 
-ack B uby push his way toward Oswald. 1 observed the gun in Buoy's 
hand and observed him shot Oswald in the side. Just before Buby got 
to Oswald I recognised Jack and shouted n Jack you S .0. B. don'-t do it". 


As Oswald ftll to the floor X helped pic^c his up &sd osrry his into tki 

jail office , where we placed him on the floor. 1 used ny key to taka 
the hand-cuffs off of Oswald and the homicide detective. I asked and 
was told to also take the other set of hand-cuffs off of Oswald. 


Oswald was shot. At this time I asked Oswald if he had anything that 
he wanted to tell us. 1 also asked if he had anything that he wanted 
to have us tell anyone. Oswald did not make a statement that X hearde 


X stayed in the jail offioe wit., twwald until he was placed oa the eot 


and taken to the hospital.
